come (o him in his present position. 


According lo the dispatch Ihis wholesale feeding movement 


is regarded as Ihe tirsl practical showing of What a League of 
Nations may be able lo do, it being the first lime since the sign- 
ing of the armistice thai (he Allies have come logelher iii any 
united effort. 
There has been an idea among some of the 


peoples of Ihe Old World lhat the proposition for a League df 
Nations was largely jdeaUnd theoretical, this being especially 
(rue of those of the Eastern nations, nnd il is believed lhal Ibis 
extensive plan for food relief will give them visible evidence 
of what can be accomplished when Ihe ualions work together. 


This iriay possibly be a correct.view of the mailer, and yet 


il remains a qnesliqn whelhcr order will be brought out of 
chaos by simply filling Ihe slomachs of (he disorderly cle- 
jiiei|ls. More or less has b"een heard of late about food being 
the best weapon lhal'can be used againsl Bolshevism, and a 
recent cartoon represents Mr. Hoover using a scoop shovel to 
gorge the wide-open mouth of the world.
